NEW BASE FOR FISHING FLEETS ? 


The elusive herring and its wandering 
habits are being studied with deep interest 
by the Northern Ministry of Commerce. 
It will be recalled that the fishing season 
at Kilkeel and Ardglass last year was 
very. poor, while ‘‘ record” catches 
were being made in Donegal Bay. 
According to expert opinion, the shoals 
are gradually forsaking their old haunts, 
following the microszopic “ plankton ” on 
which they feed. The plankton beds are said 
to be definitely on the move. These beds 
are stated to be coming from the North 
towards the Irish coast, and, with a view 
to taking advantage of the changing condi- 
tions, a scheme is being considered which 
may mean that Portrush will become « 
base for the herring fishing fleets which 
operate to the North of Ireland. 

It is understood that several British and 
Continental] firms already have arranged 
to land their fish at Portrush, and there 
also are possibilities of curing stations 
being established there. This would meán 
the opening un of an important industry. 
and the “local authorities have decided 
to afford it all possible facilities. The 


herring seasons would not interfere with ! 
the principal holiday months, as ther is! 


no herring fishing from the second week in 
July until the end of September. The 
scheme is supported by the Ministry of 
Commerce, and great hopes are being built 
upon its development. 


THOUGHTS ABOUT THE BORDER. 


The recent references to “ conversations’’ 
in high places about the border have called 
forth a denial from Captain Herbert 
Dixon, the Chicf Unionist Whip. He 
says that the Governments of the two Irish 
States are too busy steering their countries 
through difficult times to engage in barren 
discussions of that description, and 
probably he is right. The subject, never- 
theless, is a very prominent one in husi- 
ness and trade circles. The result of 
some deep thinking in that direction has 
resulted in the establishment of branches 
of Ulster industries in the Free State, a 


significant fact. which cannot be explained 


away. 

Captain Dixon has mare the rather 
paradoxical statement that, while the busi- 
ness and general wealth of the province 
are in nothing like as good a position as 
they were before the war, actually the 
workers are better off, as may be seen by 
any observant person. People who see the 
queues, representing about 75,000 of those 
self-same workers, lining up daily at the 
Tabour bureaus, looking for jobs or the 
“ do]le.” will be inclined to doubt that 
assertion, even if the balances at the 
savings bank are growing larger. 


A DREAM COMING TRUE. 


The scheme for the extension nd co- 
operation of hospitals in Belfast is 
developing rapidly. It has long been the

reality. The sites for the new Maternity 
Hospital, with a hundred beds, and the 
Queen Sireet Children’s Hospital -to 
accommodate eighty little patients, are 
adjacent to the Royal Victoria Hospital, 
and it is also pro to erect in the 
midst of these buildings a pathological 
department in connection with the 
Queen’s University, to be under the direc 
tion of Professor Drennan, 

In other words, it is intended totransfer 
the Queen’s University pathological de- 
partment thither, an arrangement which 
will ‘facilitate investigation regarding 
disease and its treatment, while it also 
will be more convenieng to doctors and 
‘Students and be of benefit to the patients— 
the grefittest consideration. “It is hoped 
further that economies will be efiected, 
with even greater efficiency than ever, and 
when this ambitious undertaking is com- 
pleted Belfast will be in the very forefront 
of medical service for thé community. 


NEW DRAMATIC VENTURE. 


A new venture in dramatic production 
in Belfast has been cordially welcomed. 
It is the formation of a ‘‘ Children’s 
Theatre ” for the presentation of fairy 
plays, novel scenas, songs in costume and 
mimes, suitable for little folk, but with 
grown-up performers, assisted by children 
in the guise of fairies, hobgoblins and 
other quaint characters from the land of 
Make-Believe. Two performances were 
given in the Central Hall during the 
week-end, and they were highly successful ; 
but, as the majority of. the audience in 
both instances was composed of men and 
women, the intention of the pronioters 
was not fully realised. 

Those present, however, showed that 
they are young. in heart and spirit by the 
way in which they appreciated the various

Ghe Police Dog. 


The police dog has become an important 
personage in the task of enforcing law 
and order. In Germany alone, a friend 
assures me, five hundred dogs are trained 
annually for use in pursuing criminals. 
Although no special breed is required, the 
dogs are extremely valuable. As much ag 
£10 is paid for a “ promising pup ”; but 
after its period of training, which gener- 
ally lasts from six to eight months, the 
value of the dog has risen to a figure o' 
about £100. 

Amongst the fully trained dog’s many 
accomplishments are the following :—It 
can carry reports, jump a ditch twenty 


run down and “ throw ”’ 
The training in Germany is carried on in 
State “schools.” After graduating, the 
dogs are entrusted to the care of police- 
men, who are paid anything from £12 to 
£20 per annum towards the expenses of 
upkeep, but the dog still remains in the 
State ownership. 


‘KCarooned in the Irish Sea. 


Although it is situated in the middle of 
the Irish Sea and in the midst of numerous 
trade routes, the Isle of Man still holds its 
inhabitants marooned for at least six 
months of the year. How thoroughly 
marooned they actually were two Irish 
school teachers failed to realise until they 
found themselves with a month’s Easter 
holidays before them—and with Ireland 
not sixty miles away. Those sixty miles, 
however, lay over the sea, and no pas- 
senger steamer w. : to sail before May. 

Nothing daunted, the two plucky young 
women decided to make the journey by 
cargo boat. Time and the weather are the 
chief factors in determining the Manx port 
at which a cargo boat may put in, and a 
taxi was hired in case their ship did not 
arrive as expected. 

Three o'clock on the fateful morning 
found the two, their bags and baggage, and 
a taxi standing upon the pier at Douglas, 
while the rain did its best to wash them 
off. Yet they were not surprised an hour 
later to hear that they must hurry to Peel, 
where, after five hours’ further delay, they 
embarked for Ireland. 

They made themselves as comfortable 
as they could in the best cabin that the 
boat afforded, but before long comfort was 
nothing to them and nothing was comfort. 
The salt smell of the timbers pervaded the 
cabin; the storm continued to rage out- 
side ; the ship rolled and tossed, and they 
did not feel well. It was with unspeakable 
relief that the two heroines landed in 
Dublin at seven o'clock on the following 


evening. 


Cabin Boy to Admiral. 


The promotion of Captain T. J. Spencer 
Lyne to the rank of Rear-Admiral, recalls 
a career as romantic as anything in 
Captain Marryat’s sea stories. 

Admiral Lyne joined the Navy in 1873, 
and holds the remarkable distinction of 
being the only officer in the Navy who 
has risen ‘to his present rank by pro- 
motion through all the grades from the 
lower deck. When he was twenty-five he 
was first promoted to officer rank, and 
soon afterwards he was mentioned in 
despatches for his resource in carrying 
important messages. Whilst his ship was 
being pursued by a torpedo boat his 
engines broke down and he was compelled 
to rig up temporary sails, but managed 
to reach port after a hair-breadth escape. 
During the Great War he was mentioned 
several times in despatches, and was 
awarded the D.S.O. for his services with 
the Harwich minesweepers. 

On his retirement he was appointed to 
the command of the training ship Im- 
pregnable, which, by a curious coin- 
cidence, was the first vessel on which he 
served as a boy.

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| Blarney Castle. : 


A éorrespondent informs me that in my 
paragraph on the Blarney Stone I made a 
slight error. It was not Cormac Mac- 
Dermod (there was no such person as a 
Cormac rmod MacCarthy). who made 
treaty with Queen Elizabeth, but the cele- 
brated Sir MacTeige MacCarthy, 
fourteenth Lord of Muskerry, who died in 
1583. This Sir Cormac surrentered his 
lands to the Crown, and was regranted 
them by the Quecn, to be held according 
to English law. Described by Sidney as 
“the rarest man ever born of the 
Irishry.” Sir Cormac betrayed his own 
clan, and the numerous forces who trusted 
him, in the great Desmond Rebellion. In 
spite of this, the English distrusted 1is 
plausibility, and he had to surrender his 
chief castle of Blarney to them as a pledge 
of good behaviour. He was son of the 
celebrated Lord of Muskerry, Cormac Oge. 
the “ sad, wise man ” described by the 
Karl of Surrey, and a great grandson of 
that Cormac Laidir (the Strong), who 
built Blarney, Kilcrea and Carrignamuck 
Castles, in addition to various monasteries 
and churches. 

Blarney Castle was erected) on the site 
of a wooden structure used as a hunting 
box by Dermod MacCarthy Mor, King of 
Desmond in 1200. The Pacata Hibernia 
describes it thus in the year 1602 :— “ It 
is fower piles joined in one, seated upon a 
main rock, so as to be free from mining. 
the walls 18 feet thick, and well flanked 
at each corner to the best advantage.” In

these days it was considered to be one of 
the strongest castles in the South of 


Ireland. 


A Roval Secret. 


I was not aware that the well-known 
classical story of Midas—the unfortunate 
monarch with an ass’s ears—had a 
parallel in Irish legendary history until 
my attention was drawn to it by a corre- 
| spondent. It would appear that King 
| Maon. or Labra Longseach, as he was 
| called, who ruled over Leinster about 400 

B.C., was reputed to have had the ears 
of a horse. To conceal this deformity, he 
| had his hair dressed only once a year. and 
| immediately afterwards put the unfortu- 
‘nate barber to death. Under these 
| circumstances, it soon became necessary 
| to select hairdressers by lot, since none 
could be found to volunteer, and the 
hazard fell on a young man who was the 
only son of a widow. The mother’s 
entreaties induced the King to spare her 
son, on condition that he should keep 
silence at the risk of his life. Neverthe- 
less, the burden of his royal master’s 
secret was too much for the unfortunate 
man, and he gradually fell into a decline. 
At length he was advised by a Druid to 
tell his secret to a willow tree, and, 
having done so. he recovered his health. 
Some time afterwards, however,.the tree 
was cut down, and portion of it was 
formed into a harp for the King’s 
minstrel; but when the latter came to 
play the instrument, it would emit no 
' sound save the words: “ Labra Longseach 
has the ears of a horse.’ This so 
frightened the King that he repented of 
his cruelty to the barbers, and no longer 
concealed the occasion é it. 


An .Ancient Sport. 


There is probably no pastime which 
has left so many traces in the English 
language as falconry. Before racing and 
the shooting of birds on the wing came 
into fashion, hawking was the sport of 
kings, and Elizabethan literature is full 
o* allusions drawn from its vocabulary. 
Many of the best hawks came from 
Ireland. King John used to send to 
Carrickfergus for peregrines,’and Ireland's 
Eye was famous for a special breed of 
i goshawks. The falcons were trained by 
means of a ‘‘lure’”’ made of birds’ 
wings secured to a swivel hook. through 
which a string was passed; the whole 
contraption was flown like a kite. They 
were secured to the hand by means of 
““jesses,” or silken straps fastened round 
their feet. 
attached to the jesses, so that a musical 
effect was produced when the hawks rose 
in the air. Cranes and herons were the 
principal prey of the falconer. but hawks 
were flown at all kinds of birds. 

It was the practice to grade falcons 
according to the rank of the person using 
them. For instance, gerfalcons were 
reserved for royal personages, peregrines 
for earls, and merlins for ladies.

AMENDMENTS. 


Major Duffin, as a member of the sub- 
committee, said that he had been in very 
close touch with the other three trading 
bodies concerned—the Electrical Trades’

The Ulster Ministry 
had informed them they did not see their 
way to appoint any such committee. 


UNFAIR. 


The President (Mr. 8. Brown), after 
thanking Major Duffin, said that it was un- 
fair that the Government should sanction the 
conduct of business on the lines indicated. 
It was not fair to trading interests who had 
to meet heavy bills in rates and taxes. Some 
consideration should be given to those that 
supplied the sinews of war to keep the 
Government up. 

Mr. G. Stewart thought the Chamber was 
indebted to Major Duffin, who had struck 
the nail on the head when he said that a 
dangerous precedent was involved and that 
it was Socialistic in tendency. 

On the motion of Mr. W. Sweeney, 
seconded by Mr. J. Finlay, a resolution was 
unanimously adopted endorsing the action of 
the Business Committee in its vigorous pro- 
tests against giving such trading powers as 
were contemplated to any Government or 
civic authority.

MR. INSULL’S CAREER. 

Mr. Insull was born in England about 70 
years ago, and when a boy of 14 he set out 
to get his first job. Mr. Thomas Cook, the 
founder of the present world-wide travel 
organisation, promised him one, but told him 
he would have to wait a few weeks for it. 
Young Insull did not wait, but got a job 
for himself as office-boy in a firm of 
auctioneers. He went to night school, and 
studied shorthand, book-keeping and 
accountancy. 

A few years later he emigrated to the 
United States, and obtained the post of 
private secretary to Mr. Thomas A. Edison, 
who was at the time pioneering in the 
electrical industry It was a natural step 
for him to enter the electrical industry, and 
he became one of the principals in the 
electrical development of Chicago. He was 
responsible for many of the pioneer move- 
ments in the industry, then in its infancy 
tn the United States. When the first steam 
turbine was installed in the Fisk street 
station in Chicago he insisted on the installa- 
tion of one having a capacity of 5,000 kilo- 
watts—a large installation for those days— 
although urged by the late Mr. Charles A.

Seftor Alverez, the Reformist leader, and 
other politicians, who proclaimed the need 
for a constitutional Assembly to be con- 
voked after the general elections, specially 
called to decide whether the people wish 
for a republic or a monarchy, said this 
afternoon that this formula was no longer 
necessary. The country had shown what 
it wanted. 

On paper the victory for the Monarchy 
appears complete, the official figures sup- 
plied up to the present being 22,1350 to 
5.875: but it must Le borne in mind that 
thousands of districts vote under pressure 
of the local “ boss,” and do not, therefore, 
give an index to political opinion. 

Where, however, public opinion has been 
able to express itself freely the result has 
heen, without question, favourable to the 
Republican candidature and all that that 
implies. 

The aggregate number of votes in their 
favour is probably immensely greater than 
what the Monarchists have olled, as rural 
districts are numerically weak in in- 
dividual electors. 

The total figures, taking the provincial 
capitals separately, show that 974 Re- 
publicans have been returned compared 
with 578 Monarchists. 


‘ THE GOVERNMENT'S VIEW. 


The Government, however, claims that 
it must take its cue from the total returns 
of the municipalities. It insists that the 
elections have been absolutely above board 
and impartial, and that excellent discipline 
has been maintained, and asserts its inten- 
tion of going ahead with its programme.

A significant verdict comes from Ceuta, 
the fortress in Spanish Morocco, which has 
voted Republican in spite of the fact that 
‘the population is laryely military and that 
rivilians depend upon the Army for their 
livelihood.

PORTUGAL AND 
SPAIN.

In a leading article to-day The Times 
observeS:—In Spain and in Portugal 
popular distrust of Dictatorship continues 
to manifest itself. The Dictatorships in 
the two countries are at different stuges 
of their courses, and the reactions against 
them, therefore, take different forms; but 
the sweeping Republican victory in the 
Spanish municipal elections and the 
unrest in Portugal that has followed the 
revolt in Madeira are both signs of 
popular opposition to a.system of govern- 
ment under which liberty has been sacri- 
ficed to effective administration. 

These results of the elections do not 
necessarily mean that Spain will ulti- 
mately declare for a Republic, see The 
Times; but they are, nevertheless, ex- 
tremely disconcerting to the parties that 
are not Republican. It may be that there 
wil] be reaction before the parliamentary 
elections are held, but for the moment 
the Monarchy has unquestionably suffered 
a very serious reverse. 

THE PORTUGUESE CONFLICT. 

In Portugal, proceeds The Times, the 
conflict is not between Monarchist and 
Republican. The unrest there is due 
simply to the opposition that even success- 
ful Dictatorships cannot escape.. The 
embarrassment caused to the Government 
by the revolt in Madeira has encouraged 
the enemies of the Dictator, and they are 
doing their utmost to arouse their 
partisans to action. 

In Madeira there are many exiles, men 
deported from Portugal because their 
fidelity to the Government was suspect, 
and these potential revolutionaries, acting 
in co-operation with exiled political leaders 
living in France, as elsewhere, were able 
to use an economic grievrrcre to r-enrre 
the way for a minor coup d'état. The d- 
fiance of the Government in Madeira fhad 
an immediate effect in Portugal. At once 
there were signs of unrest. 

A DIFFICUL’. SITUATION. 
General Carmona wi!l need all his 
wisdom and ingenvity to deal with the 
affair in Madeira. That beautiful island, 
which has enchanted so manv delighted 
visitors, is the last place for the violence 
of military action. He cannot very wel] 
order the bombardment of. Funchal ; peace 
must be patched up by some more subtle 
method. Clearly, it will not be easy to 
persuade the revolutionary junta to come 
to terms, but, difficult though it may be 
to effect a settlement in Madeira, the 
revolt there is not in itself as serious. as 
the renewed effervescence at home. There 
the discontented will be urged on by the 
revolutionaries abroad, and they will un- 
doubtedly be encouraged by the success of 
the opponents of the Dictatorship in Spain.

| LISBON, Monday. 
31 BeRE have been few developments to- 

day in connection with the revolt in 
Madeira, and, in view of the strong pre- 
cautiouary measures taken by the Govern- 
ment, it seems unlikely that there will 
be any further trouble in Portugal itself. 

The ‘Minister for the Interior has been 
on a tour of ‘inspection to Pampilhosa, 
Coimbra and Santarem, and found all the 
troops there concentrated loyal to the 
existing Governinent. 

The cruiser Vasco da Gama and the 
gunboat Limpopo left Lisbon yesterday 
for the Azores to take part in-operations 
against the Yevolutionaries there. The 
cruiser Carvalhas Araujo and the steamer 
Pedro Thomas have also been ordered to 
sail for the Azores. In view of the 
blockade of the port of Funchal, the 
British steamer Avoceta, which left Lisbon 
on Saturday, was compelled to unload al! 
the cargo that she had on board destined 
for that port, | 

BRITISH SUBJECT’S VIEW. 

A British subject who has just arrived 
from Lisbon has given Reuter the follow- 
ing details of the present situation in the 
Portuguese Republic :— 

““In spite of sensational reports pub- 
lished abroad with regard to affairs in 
Portugal, sober-minded critics are con- 
vinced that.the Government will come out 
of the present crisis stronger than ever. 
The. weakness of the Madeira revolu- 
tionaries is that they have no cause. They 
are not Monarchists, they have no special 
principles cr policy to propound. All that 
they want is apparently to turn out the 
Government and to take its place. As the 
record of the present Government during 
the past five years has been, on the whole, 
one of progress and reform, the publie 
generally has no feeling against it. 

THE ARMED FORCES. 

“The Army is the most important 
feature, and that seems to be quite loyal. 
The slight evidence of disaffection in the 
Air Force has been caused by the decision 
of the Government to dock officers of their 
flying-time bonus if it is not actually 
earned. The leaders of the revolt in 
Madeira are political opponents of the 
Government, who ‘ wangled’ exile to 
the more congenial climes of Madeira, 
instead of Timor, on the grounds of health. 
The Government has allowed itself to be 
caught napping by sanctioning the gather- 
ing of a number of these exiles in Funchal, 
but their success, it is believed in well- 
informed quarters, is likely to be short- 
lived, owing to the difficulty of obtaining 
food supplies in the island. Unless it is 
provisioned trom the mainland, there is 
never food for more than a few days in 
the island itself. This should prove a 
deciding factor once the movement has 
failed to secure support in Portugal. 

“ Another factor which should 
tribute to the discomfiture of the rebels is 
the antagonism of the islanders. No move- 


culated to interfere with the tourist traffic, 
and the present rebellion certainly seems 
of a nature to keep away visitors. These 
considerations make it probable that the 
issue will be decided without any deeds of 
arms. The Government can bide its time, 
knowing that delay is all in its favour. 
Nobody wants bloodshed ; but one thing is 
certain—Madeira will never again serve as 
a place of exile for weak-minded or other- 
wise ailing politicians.’’

TRIAL OF KUERTEN 
OPENED. 


PERSONAL RECITAL OF 
HIS CRIMES.

DUSSELDORF, Monday.. 


HE trial of Peter Kiirten for the 
T Diisseldorf murders was opened in a 
specially-constructed room in the police 
harracks here this morning. Kiirten was 
brought into Court at half-past nine, and 
placed in a raised pen-like enclosure near 
the Judge’s bench. He fixed his eyes on the 
Judge's table, and appeared to take no notice 
of anyone. 

The President read out the list of murders 
and attempts to murder—sixteen in all—and 
asked Kiirten if he had anything to say. 

Kiirten was silent, but at the Judge’s order 
he began to tell the story of his life. His 
father was a drunkard of the most degraded 
type. The ten children, of whom hkirter 
was the eldest, witnessed abominable scenes 
and heard filthy conversation from day to day. 
Their mother and they were often starving.. 
Kiirten soon fell 
life was like that of a gipsy.. At the State 
School of Diisseldorf he was reckoned an in- 
telligent scholar, but took no interest in his 
work. 

He was apprenticed in the metal works 
where his father was employed. There, he 
told the court, he was systematically tyran- 
nised over by the workmen and apprentices. 
The experiences of prison life—even in his 
teens he was several times sent to prison for 
thieving—had poisoned his mind. 

REVIEW OF CRIMES. 

When ordered by the President to give a 
review of his crimes, he spoke as if recon- 
structing them in his mind, He told how 
he had murdered little Christina Klein in the 
bedroom of her. father’s house. at Mulheim, 
on 25th May. 1913—his . first murder. 
Then he told how he nearly murdered a 
woman at Diisseldorf—Appelonia Kiihn, on 
February órd, 1929. . This was the first of 
what are known as the Diisseldorf series of 
“ Ripper ’’ crimes. A few days later he killed 
Rosa Ohliger, and attempted to burn her body 
with petro]. In a halting, but otherwise calm 
and steady voice, without the slightest sign 
of emotion, he gave details of acts which can- 
not be reported. Lust of blood andthe desire 
to see flames caused him to become a murderer 
and an incendiaty. Even after his victims 
were dead their bloodstained bodies fascinated 
him, and he went again and again to the spot 
where they lay to look at them. — 

At the end of Kirten’s recital, the Presi- 
dent asked him if he wished to go into closer 
Kirten gave 
no answer, but his» counsel asked for an 
adiournment.

Kiirten has only lightly touched on his evil 
deeds.

NO ANTAGONISM. 

Mr. Halpin assured the Council that, 

although the business community in 
general was satisfied with the régime of the 
City Commissioners, there was in the 
Chamber of Commerce no antagonism to 
the new City Council. 
_ We realise, he said, that you have come 
into power in a period of trade depression 
which will inevitably increase your diffi- 
culties. We fully appreciate those 
difficulties, and hope that, with the able 
assistance of your City Manager, whom we 
congratulate on his appointment, you will 
surmount them, and that your conduct of 
municipal affairs will thoroughly vindicate 
the granting of the control of the city’s 
finances to its citizens. As we recognise 
your difficulties, so we ask you to recognise 
ours. 


THE BURDEN OF RATES. 


In a period of trade depression such as 


borne in prosperity assume a different 
aspect. The burden of rates, serious at all 
times, bears more heavily on commerce 
when the turnover is reduced. We, there- 
fore, veriture to express the hope that you 
will refrain from introducing any measures 
which will add to the municipal. rate, and 
that you will seize every opportunity of 
reducing that rate. : 

Commerce has been dislocated by the 
phenomenal fall in prices, and all traders 
have experienced the difficulties which the 
fall in prices has brought in its train. 
In addition. manufacturers have been 
obliged to decrease production without 
being able to decrease their overhead 
charges proportionally. Wholesalers and 
retailers have been faced with the rapid 
depreciation in the value of their stocks, 
resulting in serious embarrassment to 
many traders who pay a large proportion 
of the rates of the city.

An interim injunction already had been 
granted by Mr. Justice Meredith, during the 
Vacation, in his own home, and liberty had 
been given to serve notice of the summons 
on Mr. Scala, out of the jurisdiction. 

Mr. Seala, accompanied by a number of 
friends, arrived in court shortly before noon,

and, on learning that the case would not be 
reached for some time, he left, returning 
about an hour later with his Dublin solicitor, 
Mr. Taylor. 

When Mr. Justice Meredith had taken his 
seat on the bench, some discussion took 
ba regarding the fixing of the time for the 
1earing of the motion. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he thought 
that an injunction motion of that kind which 
was holding up such a large sum of money 
should be given a certain amount of prece- 
dence, and, as he understood that it necessi- 
tated the remaining in Dublin of several 
people, he would take it at two ofclock.

Mr. Justice Meredith—If the Gaming Act 
could be pleaded there could be no question 
of rights.

Proceeding, course] said that that affidavit 
had been answered by some affidavits by the 
defendants, which had been replied to by 
plaintiffs. Mr. Scala’s replying affidavit, 
counsel said, was “not a model of candour.”’ 
In that affidavit Scala averred that it was 
not true that he, Apicella and Constantino 
agreed to share equally all money which might 
be won on the sweep by any one or more of 
the tickets. He did not, he said, sign any 
agreement at any time which had on it the 
words “and also ticket number so and so”’ 
(the winning ticket). The agreement. signed 
by him did not include the ticket which 
turned out to be the winning one. ‘‘ He does 
not say,’’ said counsel, ‘‘ what he did sign. He 
apparently intends to convey that he signed 
something with no date on it, and with no 
winning ticket on it. His affiadvit is any- 
thing but clear. You will have to divine 
what he means.” “ He says, “the plaintiffs 
contributed equally with me to all moneys paid 
in respect of certain tickets, but did not con- 
tribute to the money paid by me in respect 
of the winning ticket." ” ‘‘ Our case,” said 
counsel, “ is that the whole thing is the one 
transaction.’’ | 

Mr. Justice Meredith—How much, in fact, 
did you pay? 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—We paid our one-third 
share for two books of tickets.

Mr. Gavan Duffy—But that one was part 
and parcel of the same agreement. 

A COMPLIMENTARY TICKET.

There were derelict 
spaces in the centre of the city which had 
been vacant for ten and twenty vears, and 
from which the owners derived no income. 
He suggested that a clause should be in- 
serted in the Town Tenants Bill, at present 
before the Dail, providing for the com lsory 
scquisition of these sites which had been 
derelict for ten years without compensation.

ing of great blocks of flats.

THE LION’S SHARE.

POINT FOR INVESTIGATION. 

~ Mr. Wood, stating the case on behalf of 
the defendant, Emile Scala, said that he could 
not for one moment contend that there was 
not a substantial question to be investigate. 
after hearing the affidavits which had been 
read. He was satisfied also that, in view of 
the specific undertaking given, jhe money 
would be forthcoming when the matter was 
finally decided. His client wished to make it 
clear that the matter which would finally be 
investigated would involve a criminal act on 
the part of two persons who were entrusted 
with the possession of this  agree- 
ment. It would ultimately be found that 
it was a fraudulent attempt on the 
part of two persons who were his alleged 
friends to rob him of £270,000. Looking at 
the original agreement, anyone could see on 
its very face that it was an audadious and as 
clumsy and crude a forgery as ever was at- 
tempted. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he had not 
the original agreement in his hand ten 
minutes till he noticed the addition of par- 
ticular numbers. It was a point that would 
have to be investigated. 

Mr. Wood commented on the fact that no 
affidavit had been sworn by Mrs. Apecilla. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—If you are right that 
this document is a forgery, surely you would 
not suggest that Mrs. Apecilla had not the 
courage to put in an affidavit. 

Mr. Wood—In warfare of this kind 
would have been more frank if we had an 
affidavit from her. My friend,Mr. Duffy 
talked of candour—— 

Mr. Justice Meredith—I made a mistake— 
I theught he said a candle. (Laughter). 

Mr. Wood—I thought so, too, my lord, 
because this must have been done very much 
in the dark. Counsel] went on to say that 
when two centlemen were put forward to 
swear how this ticket had heen mentioned in 
this agreement they gave absolutely differen 
versions of how it came about.

NEED FOR CENTRALISED 


CONTROL. 


Oemparison of the highway systems of 
America and Ireland was made in a paper 
read to members of “the Institution of Civil 
Engineers of Ireland at 35 Dawson street, 
Dublin, last night by Mr. James Quigley, 
Chief Engineering Inspector to the Koads

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FREE STATE MENTAL 
HOSPITALS.

REPORT FOR 1929. 


A report presented to the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health 
shows that the number of insane persons 
treated in public and private mental 
hospitals and other institutions in the Free 
State in 1929 was 20,050. Of these, 52.2 
ae cent. were males and 47.8 per cent. 
emales. District mental hospitals housed 
86.7 per cent.; 5 per cent. were in private 
mental hospitals, 7.7 per cent. in poor law 
institutions, and 0.6 per cent. in the State. 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum. The daily 
average number resident in all these in- 
stitutions during 1929° was 17,2735 (9,174 
males and 8,099 females). 

In 1915 the number of patients in dis- 
trict and auxiliary mental hospitals was 
16,957. Since then the totals have varied. 
At the end of 1917 the number was 573 
lower ; 1921 showed an increase of 221, and 
at the end of 1929 there was an increase 
of 292. 

The total number of discharges in 1929 
was 1,285. This number included five 
male patients who escaped, and were not

From OUR. AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Beet growers’ representatives have 
drawn my attention to two alterations in 
the contract form now being distributed 
by the Irish Sugar Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Limited. One gives the factory the 
right to determine the contract should the 
total acreage subscribed not be sufficient to 
warrant the working of the factory. Under 
this condition, apparently, wers are to be 
allowed to prepare the land and get in the 
seed before the factory decides whether there 
will be a sufficient area under the crop to 
ensure profitable suger production. In other 
words, all the risk of loss is to fall on the 

owers. . 

With regard to the supervision of weights, 
tares, etc., it is pointed out that, any group 
of Á dy whose contracted acreage exceeds 
1, acres may appoint a representative for 
this purpose at the factory. A sum of four- 
pence per ton factory weight will be de- 
ducted from each grower’s account and 
credited to a special fund for this purpose. 
and, in the event of a majority of growers 
organising with this object in view, the 
money will be id over to whatever

A L BROWN, the coloured Panama _ boxer, 


beat Jack Garland, of Belfast, cn points 
at Manchester last night. 

it was Brown’s third appearance in an English 
ring, and, although a bantam, he held an advan- 
tage over his feather-weight onoponent in height 
and reach, while there was not much in it as 
‘regards poundage, as at the weigh-in Brown 
scaled 8st. 114lb., while Garland was announced 
as being inside 9st. Brown, who is ex-champion 
of the world at his weight, has already in Kng- 
land knocked out Willie Farrell and Doeug!as 
~arker, but Garland was tecognised ag the most 
difficult man he had so far met on this side.

UND ONE. 

Brown began by finding Garland’s face with 
his left, and when the [Irishman tried a left to 
the stomach he was stopped by a terrific punch 
to the jaw. Garland staggered Brown with A 
left to the body, and a left to the head soon 
afterwards showed that Brown's task was no easy 
one, The men were treating one another with 


some respect 
ROUND TWO. 

Brown got in a left to the face, but when he 
tried to land on the body he found Garland’s 
defence equal to the occasion. The Irishman 
fiashed in a left to the face in breaking away 
from a clinch. Both men fell to the floor together 
soon afterwards, when they landed simultaneousiy. 

ROUND THREE. 

The crowd had shown some resentment at the 
frequency of clinching. and they cheered toudly 
when the referee forcibly parted the boxers. Brown 
stopped a left from Garland, and then tried to 
show that the holding was not his by raising 
his arms when Garland lay on. 

ROUND FOUR. 

Garland had been holding a lot. and it was 
ouvious that at long range he was no match for 
the coloured boxer, whose flashing arms moved 
ike lightning. Garland rushed in, and landed 
to the body, making his opponent back away, aud 
then the Irish boy slipped a wicked left, putting 
Brown to the ropes, but Brown scored with a 
terrific left to the stomach, and then a left to 
the head knocked Garland through the ropes for 
a count of seven. Garland rose to fight back 


sironguly. 
AROUND FIVE. 

Garland rushed initio a clinch when he missed 
with a left, bat two rights to the head staggered 
him. The Irishman then got in a left to the 
face, but he took a lot of punches, including a 
stinging right to the head. Garland was warned 
for holding at this period. 

i ROUND Six. 

When Brown missed, the Irishman landed two 
short lefts to the jaw. Brown was ripping hoine 
some deadly punches to the body, although he 
took a let to the jaw towards the close of the 
rpund. Garland appeared rather spent, and was 
glad to hang on. 

ROUND SEVEN. 

Garland. was made to miss repeatediy, but he 
lashed out with his left to the jaw. His general- 
ship was not equal to Brown’s, who poked his 
long left into his opponent’s face almost at will.

ROUND EIGHT. 

The Irishman fought pluckily, bunt he was out- 
classed. He rushed into his man with rare pluck, 
but Brown punished his body unmercifnlly. Gar- 
land got home only two blows in the round, both 
lefts to the head, but he was always glad to rua 
into a clinch when Brown threatened with nis 


lang left. 
ROUND NINE. 

Brown slipped away cleverly from a swinging 
left, and countered with a damaging blow to the 
body as Garland rushed in. The Irishman was 
still doing a iot of holding, although he got in a 
good blow to the jaw. 

ROUND TEN. 

Garland was still full of fight, and he staggered 
Brown with two successive lefts to the body. 
Another left to the head from Garland, and the 
contest was still very interesting. Brown wae 
masterly in dealing with his opponent's rushes, 
however, and he ducked a swinging punch to 
counter to the hody. 

ROUND ELEVEN. 

Brown missed with a wicked right. which 
Garland was lucky to evade, but immediately after- 
wards the Jrishman was down for seven from a 
beautiful leff hook to the jaw.

Garland scored with a left to the jaw, and Brown 
ran in to hang on.

ROUND FOURTEEN. 

Brown was maintaining a cracking pace, but 
Garland had slowed down considerably.

ROUND FIFTEEN. 

The last round saw both men battling fiercely.

He dashed in again and again. and the round 
ended with the men wrestling fiercely in a clinch

PROBLEMS. 


SURPRISING SUCCESS OF 
NAAS 
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From Our Hockry CORRESPONDENT. 
ITH the séason iff its Jast couple of 
WV weeks, it might be of interest to 
look back on the experiences of the 
various Leinster senior clubs. The season 
has had its good and bad points. ‘The sur- 
prising success of Naas must have had an 
excellent effect on the country clubs ‘around 
Dublin, but, on the other hand, it is a great 
pity to see such a fine club as Three Rock 
lovers, who have always played the best 
hockey in the right spirit, have so disappoint- 
ing a season, especially when they have just 
got the best ground in Dublin. 

Railway Union are still the most formid- 
able of opponents, but were not so effective 
as last season, largely due to the injuries 
sustained by C, Sully, their cleverest for- 
ward, which kept him out of a number of 
matches. Some of the weaker clubs did not 
make the expected improvement this year, 
but nearly every one of them accomplished 
some notable feat, which showed that lack 
of consistency is one of their chief faults. 

CLEVER FORWARDS. 

There is a curious mixture of styles on the 
Naas team. When the season started they 
were expected to do considerably better than 
Dalkey, Clontarf, National Bank and 
Wicklow when those clubs joined the senior 
ranks, but no one was prepared to see them 
sweep every one of the old senior teams 
aside in the way they did. In junior ranks 
their hockey was more workmanlike than 
scientific. but this season the quality of 
their play has improved with every match. 
They evi a capital forward line, fast and 
clever, and also well-balanced. J. A. Purcell 
may yet develop into an international centre- 
forward. He has the ability, but at present 
is rather Icst when away from his club line. 
If he can develop a little more skill in dis- 
tributing the ball in midfield. there should 
be a big future for him. The defence. if 
not so polished as the attack, is wonderfully 
steady, and C. Tyndall, the youngest of the 
four brothers playing at present (though I 
believe that there is a younger one still who 
showed promise), is undoubtedly the most 
improved man on the side. His play in the 
last few matches has been quite first-class. 
and he and J. J. Purceli, an experienced and 
fine player, make a difficult pair of backs to 
pass. 

THE GREAT FAILING. 

Behind them P. Leonard is a much better 
goalkeeper than he looks, and has done great 
work for his side in more than one match. 

_ What prevénts Naas from being the best 
side in Leinster is the fact that the 
halves do not know how to feed their 
forwards. All three are good tacklers. 
and are sound generally in defence, but 
they hit far too hard in attack. without very 
much thought of direction. It slows down 
the forwards very much near the circle to 
have to control a hard-hit ball. If the Naas 
halves gave more attention to the push pass, 
they would increase the ‘efféctiveness of the 
men in front of them. 

NEW BLOOD REQUIRED. 

After an almost unparalleled run of success, 
Railway Union, who have won everything 
they can possibly win, and have had four 
men on the Irish team in the last couple of 
years, would be wise to devote a good deal 
of attention to some of the members of the 
second and third teams. ‘Ihe time has now 
come to introduce new blood into the Senior 
XI. Probably the present side could, in the 
next couple of seasons, win most of their 
matches, but in the long run that policy 
might not benefit the club at all. H, on the 
other hand. a couple of the older men were to 
play on the second team next vear, thev 
could give the benefit of their advice to the 
younger members, and a couple of the latter 
could be gaining valuable experience of senior 
hockey. 


A DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 

It is the hardest thing possible for a man 
to retire from serious participation in a game 
when he feels that he is still worth his place 
on the side, but, if Railway do not introduce 
their new blood gradually, they may have 
to bring it all on in one season, and that 
might mean a lean time for the team. As it 
is, their only new man this year, H. Knight, 
has done well at inside left, and, as there 
are any amount of promising men on the 
second and third teams, it is time they were 
given their chance. The defence was largely
